prised that Mary or Johnnié is 
doing so little, or that he is not 
the best type of class citizen, and 
promise to take steps to improve 
the situation. Sadly, that is the 
end of it and Mary or Johnnie 
goes on from bad to worse. 

However, there are many par- 
ents who do profit by these 
phone calls or interviews and 
cooperate fully to improve their 
child's scholastic and citizen- 
ship progress.
